A stabilised wage 
seale, which workers out of a 
sense of patriotism, if nothing 
else, will adhere to. enables those 
in control to have their estimates 
cut and dried far in advance. 
And thus, with the least expense, 
and absence of stoppages, the 
labourof reconstraction can pro- 
ceed apace, while the world looks 
on and profizs by example. 


Children and War. 


Writing of the Japanese earth- 
quake disaster recalls a. very 
impressive, and significant. event 
in the devastated area a short 
while agu. On Armistice Day, 
amidst the ruins of Hibiya Park, 
there gathered crowds of children 
from all ever the district. for a 
solemn purpose. They were most 
of them still vividly conscious of 
what they had been through, and 
many of them had suffered per- 
sonal joss, or perhaps injury. 
Apparently it had been carefully 
explained to them that, when 
disaster overtook the nation. the 
other countries all over the 
world, friend: and potential foes 
alike, rallied under one standard 
of sympathy and gave generously 
in money and in kind. These 
children duly “passed a resolu- 
tion” in which was embodied their 
deep appreciation of the exhibi- 
tion by all nations of friendliness 
towards stricken Japan. and a 
promise that it ~hould not be 
forgotten in the future. when the 
ideal -of the brotherhund of 
mankind could be better realised. 
We trust the true-import of that 
gathering was appreciated by 
those future men and women of 
Japan. Itis said that the child 
is father tothe man, and we know 
that the impres-ions of oar im- 
mature years are often everlast- 
ing. So well is this'realised, that 

prominent English lecturer 
recently advocated the training 
of allchildren in the ways of in- 
ternational peace. and even look- 
ing at soldiers marching gaily 
down the street is. to be barred, 
Militarism, it is stated, is sown 
in the minds of the boys who play 
at soldiers, and who delight to 
watch the serried ranks gn by to 
the inspiring music ofa martial 
band, We fear it will take many 
generations to eliminate the war 
spirit of the fighting nations, 
nevertheless one cannot de aught 
but good in impressing on the 
child mind the beantiful thoughts 
of charity towards others and 
toleration and brotherly friend- 
liness.
